The states which would bepefit 
by the 10 per cent freight reduc- 
tions are: North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Okla- 
homa, Texas, Minnesota, Iowa, 
Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Wisconsin, Kentucky, extreme 
southern part of Virginia, North 
and South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia and 
Florida. : 

Justice Jackson, one of the two 
dissenting justices, estimated the 
decision would add $50,000,000 an- 
nually to freight charges paid by 
Northeastern shippers, The other 
dissenting justice was Frank- 
furter. 

Justice Douglas wrote the ma- 
jority decision which sustained 
the South's long-standing conten- 
tion that the present freight rate 
structure has put it at a disad- 
vantage and slowed industrial de- 
velopment in that section. 

The record makes out a strong 
case, Douglas asserted, for an in- 
ference that natura) disadvan- 
tages alone “are not responsible 
for the retarded development of 
the South and the West.”

—Henry A. Wallace said today 
that Russia is reluctant to co-

At a press conference to be fol- 
lowed by a speech tonight on 
foreign policy, Wallace said an- 
other basic difference between the 
two nations is that the United 
States has the atomic bomb and 
fears that Russia will develop it. 
The former Vice President said 


it was his job “to sell liberalism.” 
He said the presidency “holds no 
glamor for me,” but added: 

“But if it would help the liberal 
cause I would be willing to run 
for it.” 

Wallace said the “present lack 
of confidence” between the United 
States and Russia was a delaying 
factor in the success of the 
United Nations. 

“This is the fundamental diffi- 
culty in existing U.N. relations, 
and it will not be corrected until 
there is less misery in the world 
and more understanding between 
Russia and the United States,” 
Wallace said. 

“Only in America are there any 
extensive surpluses, since we have 
40 per cent of the world’s goods 
and only 8 per cent of the popula- 
tion. This immediately raises the 
question, then, as to how these 
surpluses can best be used to pro- 
mote peace.” 

Wallace said he advocated a 
Russian loan for another reason. 
Instead of draining Germany dry 
through reparations, he said, it 
would be better to make United 
States surpluses available to Rus- 
sia and thus avoid the danger of 
Germany becoming a “cancerous 
spot” for future wars. 

Wallace said he did not think 
“anybody ‘thinks I'm a Communist 
—nor did the Parisian Com- 
munists.”

Plans for Conference

Mitchell declined to say whether 

note received Friday from 
Molotov was satisfactory. In that 
note Molotov accepted some of 
conditions which Marshall 
had laid down for resumption of 
negotiations, 

The principal American pro- 
posal to which Molotov said he 
agreed was that only by “mutual 
agreement” of the two powers 
could any Korean group or indi- 
vidual be excluded from airing 
views on Korea's future, The Rus- 
previously had refused to 
hear the views of the anti-Com- 
munist organizations in the Ameri- 
can zone. 

A previous conference broke 
down last May in a dispute over 
what Korean political elements to

Rhee Opposes Provisional Govern- 
ment Under Trusteeship, 
SEOUL, May 12 (UP)—Dr.

BASE 10 BE BUILT 
NEAR FAIRBANKS 


War Department An- 
nounces Construction of 
Hangar and Facilities 


Costing $8,125,000. 


By ELTON C. FAY 

WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP)— 
The United States is acting to se- 
cure the left flank of its north- 
ern defenses by building at least 
one base for its biggest bombers 
in Alaska to balance a similar 
projected base in Maine. 

This became evident today in a 
War Department announcement of 


a construction program at Mile 
26, Alaska, involving the building 
of a new runway, a huge hangar 
and other facilities for the Stra- 
tegic Air-Command at a cost of 
$8,125,000. The base is 26 miles 
southeast of Fairbanks—and two 
hours filght from the Bering 
strait boundary. 

The Strategic Air Command op- 
erates the nation’s fleet of B-29s 
and will be equipped with planes 
of still longer range and heavier 

bomb load as they are produced, 
including the B-36 and B-50 types. 

Defense Theory Involved. 5 

The defense concept includes 
the theory of immediate retalia- 
tory action against any aggressive 
move directed at the United’ 
States. The very heavy bomber 
bases are being built in accord- 
ance with this theory. 

Mile 26 was built during the war 
as an alternate landing strip for 
fighter aircraft to use if bad 
weather closed in regular fields. 
So far as is known here, its pres- 
ent runways are merely blacktop 
paving capable of handling only 
fighter craft or small transport 
and light bomber aircraft. Here 
is what the Army Engineer Corps 
says will be built at Mile 26: 

A “new runway”; a hangar sim- 
Har to one ordered for another 
VHB base at Rapid City, S.., 
having a single span of 340 feet 
(the B-36 has a wing span of 230 
feet); barracks for 400 men; base 
headquarters building and various 
workshops and warehouses; a spur 
railroad track from Ladd Field, 
at Fairbanks. 

The announcement said that 
“The facilities are provided ex- 
pressly for the Strategic Air Com- 
mand units stationed in Alaska in 
the interest of national defense.” 

Reasons for Choice. 

Presumably Mile 26 was chosen 
for several operational and strate- 
gic reasons. It is in reasonably 
level country, making it possible 
for heavily loaded bombers to take 
off without the necessity of a rap- 
id rate of climb to avoid, moun- 
tains. As Alaskan weather goes, 
it is in a good weather belt with 
a minimum of fog and storm. It 
is situated far enough inland to 
allo for fighter plane intercep- 
tion of an attack directed at the 
field from the sea, 

A group of B-29s from the Fif- 
teenth Air Force has been under- 
going training operations in Alas- 
ka, but is due to return to its base 
in the continental United States.

Truman Selects Former Assistant Secretary 
of War as Under Secretary of State 


June 30. 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (AP)— 
Dean Acheson resigned today as 
Under Secretary of State and 
President Truman appointed Rob- 
ert A. Lovett to replace him 
June 30. 

Lovett, a New York banker, is 
a former Assistant Secretary of 
War. 

In disclosing the changes, the 
White House made public a let- 
ter in which Truman wrote Ache- 
son of his “great regret” that 1 
cannot again ask you to put aside 
your desire to return to private 
life.” 

Acheson has long sought to re- 
sign and return to private law 
practice. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross announced Tru- 
man's selection of Lovett as Ache- 
son's successor. 

Lovett’s nomination will be sent 
to the Senate sometime this week. 

While Lovett will not take over 
his post untl June 30, it is under- 
stood that he will work with 
Acheson in advance of that time 
to acquaint himself with many 
problems with which Acheson has 
dealt. 

The President's letter paid 
tribute to Acheson’s “high sense 
of public duty” for keeping on 
the job for the last two years at 
Presidential request “despite the 
personal sacrifice it has meant to 
you.” 

“IT can easily appreciate the rea- 
sons which impelled your desire 


to return to private life as em- 
bodied in your letter written as 
long ago as April 17, 1946, and 
in another letter the year before,” 
Truman's letter said. 

The President said he realized 
that the two deferrals of the 
resignation “have meant a great 
financial sacrifice.” 

He disclosed he agreed tenta- 
tively to permit Acheson's resig- 
nation last Jan. 10 and said he 
appreciated Acheson's “magnani- 
mous action in standing at your 
post for another six months.” 

Acheson agreed at that time to 
stay on while George Marshall, 
new Secretary of State, was get- 
ting settled in the Cabinet post. 

Truman's letter closed: 

“In justice to you, therefore, the 
time has come where I must yield 
to your wishes, 

“You have been the type of 
efficient public servant whose 
withdrawal from public life at 
any time would be a loss to the 
nation.” 

The change will be the first 
major shift In State Department 
personnel since Marshall replaced 
Secretary James F. Byrnes. 

Acheson has been in the State 
Department as under secretary 
and assistant secretary for more 
than six years. He had served 
briefly in 1933 as under secretary 
of the treasury.

death a Negro they are alleged to 
have taken from the Pickens 

county jail on Feb. 17. 
Twenty-six of them already have

So many precedents already have 
been broken in bringing the case 
to trial that nobody here doubts 
that the state’s prosecution. on 
what appear to be clear-cut legal 
issues, will be most aggressive, 

At the same time convictions of 


these defendants would run so} 


counter to established custom that 
such an outcome seems unthink- 
able to many South Carolinians, 

Interest in the case is intense 
here, but it does not appear to be 
approaching anything like a dan- 
gerous tension. 

The trial is being held in the 
31-year-old yellow courthouse on 
Main street, hardly a stone's throw 
from where some of the accused 
are alleged to have met and con- 
cocted their plot to murder their 
victim, who had stabbed to death 
a white taxicab driver the night 
before. 


Problem of Getting Jury. 

Immediately after formal pleas 
of not guilty were entered, lawyers 
began selecting a jury.

Enforcement of the state law 
placing “set-up” establishments 
under control of the State Liquor 
Control Department began here 
early yesterday when police and 
state control agents visited three 
night Clubs and arrested proprie- 
tors, who were booked for failure 
to have licenses, 

Validity of the law was upheld 
April 21 by the Missouri Supreme 
Court, which reversed a judgment 
by Circuit Judge C. B. Williams 
and freed the Liquor Control De- 
partment and police from an in- 
junction against enforcement of 
the act. The law became operative 
last year, but there was no en- 
forcement here because of the in- 
junction. 

First arrests in St. Louls under 
the law were made at the Club 
Plantation, 3617 Delmar boulevard: 
Club Windup, 708 North Kings- 
highway, and the Celebrity Club, 
4916A Delmar boulevard, 

Police and District Supervisor 
Thomas Coleman of the Depart- 
ment of Liquor Control, reported 
that customers were permitted to 
consume liquor at the three estab- 
lishments after the regular tavern 
closing hours, and that the owners 
had not obtained the special li- 
censes required under the law. 

Proprietors booked pending ap- 
plications for misdemeanor war- 
rants were Anthony § Scarpelli, 
3931 Federer place, and Charles 
Bologna, 4834 Kossuth avenue, op- 
erators of the Club Plantation; 
James Bisanti, 4942 Maffitt ave- 
nue, and Joseph Mascheri, 811 
Cole street, proprietors of the Club 
Windup, and Daniel Auerbuc, 
1218B Blackstone avneue, owner 
of the Celebrity Club. All were 
released on bond. 

The law provides for regulation 
of establishments not licensed to 
sell intoxicating liquor, but which 
furnish “set-ups” and permit cus- 
tomers to consume liquor on the 
premises, It requires such places 
to. observe the same Closing hours 
as taverns, 1.30 a.m. standard 
time during the week and mid- 
night Saturday. Special licenses, 
costing $60 a year, are required, 
plus a $1000 bond, which is subject 
to forfeiture for violation of the 
act.

In this prospect the United 
States can do more than cross its 
fingers.

Ba published a 10, 000-word 

pamphlet entitled, The Indus- 
trial Charter.“ 

It accepts with reservations 
what is considered the best of the 
Socialist program, the nationaliza- 
tion of mining, transport and the 
Bank of England. It embraces the 
concept of central planning, but 
condemns in forthright terms any 
further steps in nationalization, or 
toward a controlled economy. 

Written during the worst year 
in British economic life, and with 
the lessons of a terrible winter 
plainly evident, this document is 
without doubt one of thé most im- 
portant of the postwar era. 

The introductory paragraphs are 
in themselves historical statements 
of truths wrung from the misery 
of millions. 


Economics Not Enough. 


„Man cannot live by economics 
alone. Human nature will give of 
its best only when inspired by a 
sense of confidence and hope. We 
base all our plans on a belief in 
the unlimited power of human per- 
sonality to meet and overcome 
rise above 
them.” 

With that as a start, the Con- 
servatives move forward with an 
exposition of what they believe 
the right path for this nation to 
follow. They will oppose the im- 
position of doctrinaire socialism, 
either on the individual or the 
nation, and substitute for it a 
system of free enterprise which is 
on terms with authority and 
which reconciles the need for cen- 
tral direction with encouragement 
for individual effort. 

They urge all those who distrust

A Year for Upkeep, Survey Shows 


Ten Billion Dollars More Than in 1938, New 
York Times Article Says — U.S. Sixth in 
Land Forces, but Is First on Sea—China 
and Russia Have Largest Armies.

NEW YORK, May 12 (AP). 


ANSON W. BALDWIN, military writer for the New York Times, 
says in an article in the Times that almost 19,000,000 men are 
under arms throughout the world today and that about 40 nations 


are spending $27,400,000,000 annually for armaments. 


Baldwin arrived at these figures 
after an unofficial world military 
survey which he said indicated 
that the nations were “spending 
perhaps 10 billion dollars more on 
armaments than they did on the 
eve of war in 1938.” 


Part of the increase in cost, he 
wrote, is a paper increase due to 
inflated currency values, but he 
added that despite the disappear- 
ance of Germany and Japan as 
military powers, more men are in 
uniform today than in the prewar 
years. 


The survey was based on data 
gathered by Baldwin and Times 
correspondents in foreign coun- 
tries, supplemented material 
furnished by United States mili- 
tary sources and by representa- 
tives of foreign governments here, 
Baldwin said. 


U.S. Sixth in Armies List. 

The survey placed the United 
States ‘sixth in armed strength, 
as follows: China, 5,750,000 (Na- 
tionalist and Communist); Russia, 
3,800,000; Great Britain, 1,210,000; 
India, 1,000,000; Turkey, 675,000, 
and United States, 670,000 (as of 
July 1, 1947); France, 430,000; 
Spain, 422,050; Yugoslavia (includ- 
ing police, etc., under military 
— 350,000; all others, 1,972, 


The article, said, however, “The 
United States has so tremendous 
a lead in sea power that not even 
Britain is a close second. The ship- 
yards of the world are turning 
out relatively few naval vessels.” 


The navies of the world were 
listed (in tonnages) as: 

United States, 3,820,000; Great 
Britain, 1,531,600; Russia, 445,000; 
France, 250,000; all others, 633,732. 

“Despite some differences,“ 
Baldwin said, world military sta- 
tistics available today, which are 
shrouded in much deeper secrecy 
than they were before the war, in- 
dicate a paralle] between the pres- 
ent era and the post-World War I 


era of 1919-22, when an arma- 
ments race was threatened.” 


At that time the race centered 
on naval construction, he said. 


“Today,” he added, “millions, 
perhaps billions, of dollars in con- 
cealed funds, only a fraction of 
which are reflected in the survey, 
are being spent on research and 
development into the atomic bomb, 
bacteriological warfare, guided 
missiles, jet planes and other new 
weapons.” 


Despite the technological ad- 
vances attained in the last war 
and the arrival of the air age, 
the survey showed that the world 
is spending the bulk of its direct 
military appropriations on ground 
armies, “many of them huge 
standing armies.” 

Few Facts on Soviet Forces, 

Baldwin said virtually no facts 
were available direct from Mos 
cow official sources for use in 
preparing the survey. However, 
he added, estimates from other 
sources believed to be substan- 
tially accurate indicated in out- 
line the structure of Soviet mili- 
tary strength. 


“The Russian armed forces are 
the largest in the world, exclusive 
of the amorphous, half-armed 
masses divided into national gov- 
ernment and Communist arfies 
warring in China,” Baldwin said, 

“Russia has demobilized five 
groups of soldiers, sailors and air- 
men in the last 22 months. Ac- 
cording to the published figures 
of Finance Minister A. G. Zverev, 
the Soviet military budget has de- 
creased in the last two years. 

“The official figure for the 1946- 
47 budget was 72,208,000,000 rubles, 
22% per cent of the total national 
expenditure for that fiscal year. 
This year it h been put at 67 
billion rubles, shout 18 per cent 
of the total budget.

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Is It a Holdout? 


Although agreements have been reached by 
other companies of the Bell telephone system 
with their employes in such large areas as New 
York and Illinois, the strike remains in force in 
Southwestern Bell. : 

This means that St. Louis and that portion of 


the East Side served by Southwestern consti-. 


tute one of the largest metropolitan areas, if not 
the largest, where an accord has not yet been 
reached, 

If the whole five-state area of Southwestern is 
considered, this territory becomes, if not a hold- 
out against the trend toward settlement, at least 
a standout, 

Telephone users in this territory undoubtedly 
are asking themselves why, aftc: u rike of five 


weeks, the situation in Southwestern Bell should 


be lagging so far behind. 

It is no answer that the consumers of this 
great utility have either accommodated them- 
selves to the reduced service or have found ways 
more or less to get around it. The threat to 
safety and health remains and no one will ever 
know the costs which this strike has exacted in 
terms of the welfare of individual families. 

Who is responsible for the Southwestern dead- 
lock? There is a disposition on both sides against 
yielding, yet the record shows that the strikers 
have yielded in large degree already. The union’s 
latest offer gives up 69 of the original 89 pro- 
posals. It would commit the workers to return 
to the exchanges and other places of employment 
for a $6 weekly increase in wages which con- 
sists of a flat $5 increase plus four “fringe” 
items, 

Thus, the union’s wage proposal now is essen- 
tially no more than the cost-of-living increase 
which has already been adopted in the steel, au- 
tomobile and electrical industries. This is a 
pattern which has been applied widely over 
the country and until prices stop rising and be- 
gin to come down there is no feasible alternative 
to its adoption in industries generally. 

It can be argued that the union originally 
asked for more than a normal increase based on 
the proportionate rise in costs and that this earlier 
aspect of the bargaining stands in the way of set- 
tlement now, But each offer should be consid- 
ered on its own merits, not on what went before 
it. Anything else is not collective bargaining. 

If the Southwestern management refuses to 
grant a moderate cost-of-living increase it will 
put itself in the position of resisting an already 
nationally set pattern. To do that would be to 
say in effect that it cared little for either its 
employes or for the consumers of its service. 

The telephone strike has gone on far too long. 
The side which causes it to continue after rea- 
sonable proposals are on the table knows neither 
the spirit of conciliation or the essence of the 
public utility business. 
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Senator Taft Sets a Date 


In all probability, Congress won't be able to 
take up the President's recommendation for 
universal training. So say the majority lead- 
ers. Why? Because this is a controversial is- 
sue, explains Senator Taft, and if it were taken 
up Congress would not likely complete action by 
July 31, adjournment date set by the Ohio Sena- 


tor. This raises a fundamental question: does 


Congress meet to do the country’s business or 


to conform to the pleasures of its managers? It 
i preposterous to say in May ‘that a vital de- 


fense need cannot be taken up this year by a 
Congress which has been in session only four 
months.

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The Postal Roundhead 
The Post Office Department is again promot- 
ing shoddy literary stuff by calling it obscene 
and forbidding it the mails—this time Kathleen 


Winser’s Forever Amber.“ The department was 


so eager to do its bit that it acted without evi- 
dence that anyone had tried to mail a copy. 
Contrast this with the decision of Superior 
Judge Frank J. Donahue of Massachusetts, who 
found that the book “acts like a soporific rath- 
er than as an aphrodisiac. While conducive to 
sleep, it is not conducive to a desire to sleep 
with a member of the opposite sex.” 

It was Massachusetts that tried until recently 
to maintain the kind of muddleheaded Round- 
head censorship which John Milton, himself a 
Cromwellian, fought so nobly in a free-speech 
tract issued 303 years ago in defiance of the re- 
quired bureaucratic license. In Judge Donahue’s 
decision, Massachusetts begins to show a sensi- 
ble, adult, critical attitude toward literary mer- 
chandise. ’ 

The postal bureaucrats, however, in spite of 
the recent Esquire decision and other setbacks, 
continue in a bigoted seventeenth century child- 
ishness with a strong cast of dirty-mindedness. 
And, in giving it vent, they seize on convenient 
pretexts like “Amber” to assault the constitution- 
al guaranty of free expression. Justice Doug- 
las put it in the Esquire decision, postal censor- 
ship is “abhorrent to our traditions.” 

Therefore, as on similar previous occasions, 
friends of civil liberties who wouldn’t otherwise 
dream of punishing themselves so must fortify 
themselves with benzedrine, wade through “Am- 
ber” to the interminable end and go to court 
to fight for its freedom, The author's royalties 
and publisher's profits meanwhile mount higher 
because the self-anointed postal censor has given 
it an undeserved reputation for glittering sin. 
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A Job in Intelligence 
Rear Adm. Hillenkoetter of St. Louis takes 
over the directorship of the Central Intelligence 


Group with a worthy determination. He intends . 


to fight for statutory authority and an independ- 
ent budget for C. I. G. Until it has these advan- 
tages, and others which they imply, it will be a 
poor substitute for the wartime Office of Stra- 
tegic Services, which it is intended to replace. 

C. I.G. is essentially a co-ordinating organiza- 
tion. It is superimposed on the intelligence 
services of the State, War and Navy departments. 
It has no separate life of its own—it cannot go 
out and get information to fill gaps in the infor- 
mation supplied to it by the departments or to 
give meaning to that information. 

These deficiencies are the same deficiencies 
which led to the creation of OSS during the war. 
When that independent, aggressive, really com- 
prehensive agency was disbanded, its director, 


Maj. Gen. Donovan, pleaded for the same prin- 


ciples of autonomy and completeness to be car- 
ried into whatever peacetime organization was 
set up to supplant it. They weren't. C. I.G. is a 
makeshift, a facade with nothing much behind 
it. Adm. Hillenkoetter will have his job cut out 
for him to transform this shell into the reality 
of an intelligence service such as the security 
of the United States demands. 
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Playing Politics With Labor 

The eleventh-hour substitute labor bill intro- 
duced by the multi-millionaire New Dealer, Sen- 
ator Murray of Montana, is a dilatory and ob- 
structive measure, If the New Deal contingent 
wished to introduce a labor measure in good 
faith, it should have done so toward the begin- 
ning of the session, months ago. At this late 
hour the bill merely befogs the issue. 

To propose, as the Murray bill does, that a 
joint commission of Congressmen and of repre- 
sentatives of labor and industry be created to 
make a long-range study of labor relations is be- 
side the point. The proposition had merit two 
years ago when it was first presented, but action 
to define and equalize the responsibilities of 
management and labor and protect the public 
can no longer wait on the learned dissertations of 
experts. 

We can hardly conceive of a commission that 
could be expected to do more in the way of care- 
ful study than some commissions already have 
done. The Brookings Institution, the Twentieth 
Century Fund, the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, the commission Gov. Bradford ap- 
pointed in Massachusetts—all these and others 
have made exhaustive studies and presented in- 
telligent reports. Congress and the Administra- 
tion have ample light to guide their path if they 
both can forget politics enough to use it. 

The plain fact is that both sides, instead of 
trying to find the maximum area of agreement 
and to frame a law covering it, have been play- 
ing for political advantage. President Truman 
has not stated forthrightly what he thinks should 
be enacted, and the Republicans have not tried 
to find out. 

Nothing could indicate better the prevailing 
unsatisfactory state of affairs in Washington than 
the suggestion of ranking Democrats that the 
President sign the portal pay bill as an offset 
to a probable veto of the Republican general la- 
bor bill. President Truman should act on the 
portal pay bill on its merits, without regard to 
political advantage or its connection with. any 
other measure. 3 

He can administer a deserved rebuke to politi- 
cally minded members of his own party and set 
an example for Republicans by acting promptly 
and forthrightly on the portal pay bill. If there 
are in the general labor bill provisions which he 
cannot conscientiously accept—the blanket clause 
prohibiting the union shop may be an example 
—he should say so now and throw responsibility 
directly on the Senate majority. 

Unless the Administration can make up its 
mind and speak out regardless of politics, we 
shall have another Case bill fiasco. In the na- 
tion's present mood, that will not help the Presi- 
dent.

Under the National Coal Board British coal 
production is rising. Production last March ex- 
ceeded that of March, 1946, by about 5 per cent. 
But production per man per day is still woefully 
small—only about a ton and a quarter a day, 
compared to nearly six tons a day for the Amer- 
ican miner. 0 N b 

Even this comparison does not tell the whale 
story of the backwardness of the British coal in- 
dustry. For even American coal mining methods 
are those of a laggard industry. Fortune maga- 
zine suggests that if the coal industry had kept 
pace technologically with the oil industry, pro- 
duction per man per day in America would be 
100 tons or more, and the great majority of min- 
ers would be freed of underground work alto- 
gether. 

It will be interesting to see what the British 
coal industry, nationalized under a Labor Gov- 
ernment, does to speed the development of mech- 
anized mining and the gasification of mines. It 
will be a poor commentary on the worth of Brit- 
ish socialism if it does not find means to close 
the gap between coal mining methods in Britain 
and in America, or even set the pace in revolu- 
tionary changes.

One of Washington's newest lobbies is 
the News Publishers’ Association to Amend 
the Anti-Trust Laws. 


Its sparkplug is Col. Robert R. McCor- 
mick, editor and publisher of the Chicago 
Tribune, Its objective is to get through 
Congress a measure introduced by Repre- 
sentative Mason, an Illinois Republican, 


The dues-paying membership of the 
N.P.A.A.-T.L, is small, according to the 
Federal Laws Committee of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, But the 
committee has reported, with evident satis- 
faction, that “there is a record of approxi- 
mately 800 newspapers throughout the coun- 
try expressing approval of the Mason bill.” 
This will no doubt be duly emphasized at 
the hearings on the bill which begin before 
a House subcommittee today (May 5). 


If the new Washington lobby, which can 
claim to represent so much of the press, 
were accurately named, it would be called 
the News Publishers’ Association to Ex- 
empt Themselves from the Anti-Trust Laws, 


To Overrule High Court 


That is the purpose of the Mason bill. It 
would overturn a Supreme Court decision 
of two years ago. The court held that the 
Associated Press was not exempt from the 
anti-trust laws. It held that certain A.P. 
by-laws violated the anti-trust laws. These 
by-laws empowered newspapers which were 
members of the A.P. to veto any new ap- 
plication for A.P, membership in their re- 
spective territories, 


That seemed to us clearly a monopolistic 
power. The Courier-Journal and the Louis- 
ville Times waived it even while it existed. 

The amount of capital required makes it 
difficult to establish a new newspaper—par- 


ticularly a new métropolitan daily. But the 
A.P.’s by-laws Ymposed an additional re- 
atraint, an artificial and arbitrary one. 

The publisher without A. P. news is usual- 
ly at-a dis antage if his competitor has 
it. The court was right in knocking out the 
old by-laws and the publishers are wrong 
who want the status quo restored by a con- 
gressional act granting special privilege to 
themselves, * 


Loaded Against Newcomers 


The Mason bill stipulates that the anti- 
trust laws shall not be construed “to pro- 
hibit any press service company from ex- 
ercising its own discretion in the selection 
of its customers or from furnishing its 
press services on the express or implied 


.. . understanding not to furnish the press 


services which it is furnishing to a custo- 
mer to any other newspaper or newspapers 
in the community of the customer.” 


When the Supreme Court in 1944 held in- 
surance companies subject to the anti-trust 
laws, the companies ran to Congress seek- 
ing exemption. They finally accepted a 
compromise providing for a moratorium on 
application of the anti-trust laws to insur- 
ance companies until Jan. 1, 1948. 


The railroads, or most of them, have 
taken alarm for fear the Supreme Court 
one day will hold some of their rate-fixing 
practices to be violations of the anti-trust 
laws. So those roads are lobbying today 
for the Bulwinkle bill, which would exempt 
them. 


It is saddening to us to find newspaper 
publishers in the same grubby business. We 
can think of nothing more likely to sug- 
gest to critical readers that newspapers are 
mere hucksters instead of what they pro- 
fess to be and often are, 


Free Trade: Weapon Against Cartels

American effort to punish individual Ger- fee, sugar and cotton—agreements that still 


mans who particjpated in trade cartels that 
may have harmed the United States but 
that did not violate any international law 
or treaty might better be spent in achiev- 
ing a freedom of trade that will leave no 
place for cartels. 


The cartel is merely a trust that operates 
in the international field. It is an agree- 
ment or understanding by which big pro- 
ducers divide world markets, restrict. pro- 
duction to keep prices and profits high and 
often buy up and shelve new developments 
inimical to their interests. 


The United States is especially vulnerable 
to cartel action on essential commodities 
which we must import. American motor- 
ists once suffered from the efforts of a 
British-Dutch combine that tried to corner 
the world rubber market and jack up 
prices. 

Cocoa prices have been kept abnormally 
high since the war by a British cartel. 

A German-American cartel before the re- 
cent war probably hampered this country 
in the development of synthetic rubber, 
which the Germans wanted to keep for 
themselves. 


Yet our Government, during the war, en- 
tered into cartel-like arrangements on cof- 


tend to keep these commodities overpriced, 

Sometimes cartels are formed defensively 
to keep producers from suffering from sub- 
normal prices and extreme market fluctu- 
ations. But, once in operation, they usu- 
ally do not stop with achieving an equitable 
balance. They push prices abnormally 
high, thus inflicting hardship on consumers, 

By cutting down production, they en- 
courage inefficiency. By keeping new 
products off the market, they put brakes 
on industrial progress. They are enemies 
of free enterprise, 

The answer to the cartel is freedom of 
trade, as envisioned in the Atlantic Declara- 
tion. By working toward the removal of 
trade barriers, the United States can lessen 
the hazard of the cartel, which is a danger- 
ous form of trade monopoly and a step to- 
ward economic totalitarianism.

Between Book Ends 


Crystal-Covered Fwig 
ON LOVE, by Stendhal. (Liveright Publishing Corpore- 
tion, New York.) 

More than a century ago, a man whose 
ruling passion was love wrote an almost 
impossible kind of book on this “soul-sick- 
ness”’—a book ruthlessly analytical and 
amazingly intuitive, a treatise “On Love.” 
Others before him had written on love, 
even Rousseau without modesty obliged, 
but no one before had made an analysis 
almost mathematical out of what im the 
past had appeared to be beyond categories. 

Marie-Henri Beyle, or Stendhal, as he is 
better known, unrequited in his love for 
the Italian Countess Metilda, was inspired 
to write a confessional, which would not 
only give solace to him in his unhappiness 
but would truly analyze the passions. 

* . - 


And so Stendhal classified human love 
into four different kinds: passion love (like 
that of Heloise for Abelard), sympathy-love 
(“nothing passionate or unexpected” about 
this), sensual love (“it is there that one 
starts at the age of 16—whilst out shoot- 
ing, to meet a fresh, pretty country girl 
who darts away into a wood”), and vanity- 
love (“the least agreeable of all its kinds; 
it prides itself on its security”). 

Even the process of falling in love this 
analytical romantic finds possible to divide 
into seven emotional stages. But this is a 
book containing more than acute and mod- 
ern wisdom (Freud himself has acknowl- 
edged Stendhal’s genius). It abounds in 
wonderful narrative (after all, Stendhal is 
the author of the great novels, “The Red 
and the Black” and “The Charterhouse of 
Parma”). 

It also contains autobiography, compila- 
tions of historical material on custo of 
marriage and love, appeals for a change 
in the unhappy status of women in love, 
analyses of social taboos, amusing tirades 
against prudery, and shrewd, matter-of-fact 
twentieth-century talk on love “failures.” 

5 * * 

And, of course, no one must miss the 
tantalizing concept that Stendhal saw as a 
deliberate, yet unconscious working of love- 
crystallization. “I call crystallization,” the 
Frenchman says, “that process of the mind 
which discovers fresh perfections in its be- 
loved at every turn of events.” 

Love is like a twig that is thrown into a 
salt mine. Originally it is anything but 
@azzling, but taken out two or three months 
later “the crystallization of the say has 
covered its blackened surface with dia- 
monds so brilliant and so numerous that 
it is only here and there that you can catch 
a giimpse of the real twig.”

Montparnasse of 20s and 30s 


PARIS WAS OUR MISTRESS, by Semvel Putnam. 
(The Viking Press, New York.) 


The “lost generation” in this book of the 
20 and 308 is made up of cosmopolitan 
writers and painters, drinkers and think- 
ers who populated Montparnasse in the 
giorious 208 and 30s when Putnam was 
a newspaper man in Paris. 

It was the generation of James Joyce, 
Hemingway, Emma Goldman, Frank Har- 
ris Willy Seabrook, Gertrude Stein, Ford 
Maddox Ford, Nancy Cunard, Loulse Bryant 
and a multitude of others. 

That was an epoch when American art 
and literature were adolescent. Today, 
however, there is more vitality in the VII- 
lages” of New York, Chicago and San 
Francisco than on the terraces of the Dome, 
the Rotonde or Select, gtarved as they are 
in the aftermath of war. 

The book pictures a weird collection of 
dipsomaniacs, schizophrenics and mystics, 
none of whom is left in Montparnasse to- 
day, but all of whom have left indelible 
prints on modern art and literature.

WO recent incidents are interesting in relation to each other. 
Both concern artists: Mme. Kirsten Flagstad, the singer; William 


Hunt Diederich, the sculptor. 


Each is distinguished—Mme. Flag- 


stad as a great interpreter of operatic works; Mr. Diederich, honored

Lately, also, the National Insti- 
tute of Arts and Letters discovered 
that its member, William Hunt 
Diederich, had been anonymously 
sending out anti-Semitic propa- 
ganda in the name of the Insti- 
tute. The National Institute de- 
termined to expel him, despite 
his eminence. 


Which of the two attitudes is 
right? 


Toscanini’s Example. 


There may have been mitigat- 
ing personal circumstances in 
Mme. tad's case, but there 
are also peculiar reasons why a 
musical artist should be espe- 
cially hostile to Nazism. In the 
interpretative field of music, the 
Jewish people are notably pre- 
eminent. 


Nazism drove from the concert 
alls, operatic stages and orches- 
tral pits of Europe greater artists 
than Mme. Flagstad. Mme. F'lag- 
stad did not protest. She was no 
Toscanini, who severed his rela- 
tions with the German world the 
moment the persecution of fellow 
artists began, stating himself 
“wounded in my feelings as an 
artist and a man.” But she does 
protest her own right as an artist. 


Now, I shall mind not hearing 
Mme. Flagstad. But I shall not 


by representation in the permanent collections of many museums of 


rupted Germany. It ig the con- 
cept that “genius makes its own 
laws.” 

As I recently tried to demon- 
strate in the Commonweal, noth- 


ing more profoundly explains the 
blind adoration accorded the 


Fuehrer than this concept of 
“genius” and its “right” to tran- 
scend the morality of ordinary 
men. One finds the concept in 
Nietzsche; alas, even in Goethe; 
also, indeed, in much Anglo-Saxon 


aga’ literature of the last century. 


True Duty of Genius. 


In Germany it reached such 
lengths—before Hitler—that it was 
practically impossible to sentence 
a talented artist for @ny crime 
of the legal code. Even satanic 
“genius” exercised a fascination. 
The German people had but to 
accept Hitler as a “genius” and, 
by transference, think of. them- 
selves as a “genius-nation” in 
order to be liberated from all 
codes. 


The concept is an utter perver- 
siou of the function of genius. 
Genius, like noblesse, obliges. 
Mme. Flagstad is not to be ex- 
empted from responsibility be- 
cause of her talent. It is her 
talent—and what is derived from 
it—that makes her the more re- 
sponsible. It gave her internation- 
al fame, economic security, free- 
dom, and authority in her world. 


Is she to be judged as “above” 
the petty clerk who joined the 
party to secure two or three hun- 
dred marks a month; or the 
youth, drawn into the 8S by 
splendrous uniforms, and the per- 
version of his turbulent adolescent 
instincts? Is it not the uncommon 

rson from whom most should 

expected in support of human- 
ity's codes? 


Mme. Flagstad and Mr. Dieder- 
ich may have little political sense 
or interest, but it is incumbent 
on both to support the universali- 
ty of art and its freedom from ex- 
traneous racial or national prej- 
udice.

PPARENTLY, the Republican idea was that when the New 
Dealers were repudiated at the polls, automatically 
propaganda facilities would disappear and their

tivetiess be curtailed. But that notion turned out all wrong. There 
are today more New Deal left-wingers astride the channels of com- 


munication than before.” 


That is Frank R. Kent in his 
syndicated column. This same 
theme has been sounded, by an 
interesting coincidence, by Arthur 
Krock of the New York Times, by 
Mark Sullivan in the New York 
Herald Tribune, and by others, It 
is echoed in a national magazine 

which editorialized about “lame 
duck columnists.” : 

Now Messrs. 
Krock, Kent and 
Sullivan are em- 
ment and im- 
portant men 
who have been 
writing in the 
Press for many, 
many years. The 
latter two are 
widely syndicat- 
ed. When they 
join in chorus in 
an opinion, it 38 
has the weight. Mark Sullivan. 
o f experience 


and erudition behind it. 


The opinion they express in this 
instance is that “New Deal writ- 
ers,” whatever that may mean, 
are preventing the Republicans 
from carrying out their program 
in an orderly and effective way 
by spreading “propaganda” 
against the virtues of the Repub- 
lican objective. It may be pre- 
sumptuous of me, a comparative 
newcomer in this business, to 
raise a doubt. 


Inflated Importance. 


Yet it does seem that these emi- 
nent men put a little too much 
weight on the influence of writers 
and commentators — even writers 
as eminent as they are. Surely 
they must recall that, for the 12 
years Franklin Roosevelt was in 
the White House, they were al- 
most without exception opposed 
to his policies, particularly 
Messrs. Kent and Sullivan fol- 
lowed an unfailing line of damn- 
ing Roosevelt and all his works. 
In this, of course, they coincided 
with the editorial opinion of a 
large proportion of the press. 

They were especially vehement 
in their criticism on the three oc- 
casions when Roosevelt was run- 
ing for re-election. Yet it seems 
difficult to discover any effect 
that these and similar strictures 
may have had on the course of 
political events in those years. 


Perhaps it is nearer the truth 
to say that commentators may 
inform their readers—and there 
are those who honestly try to per- 
form that function. They may 
flatter them or irritate them by 
expressing a point of view. But 
as to exerting a positive influence 
on the course of political events, 


there is a great deal of room for 
doubt, ; 


Actually it seems to me to sug- 
gest a curious attitude of mind. 
It suggests that we are to vote 
out thought and opinion in ac- 
cord with the election returns, If 
that is how far we have gone in 
accepting the totalitarian philoso- 
‘phy, then we are in a bad way. 
Thought and opinion are not sub- 
ject to the veto of a majority. Or 
they should not be, in any in- 
formed democracy. 


A Little Silly. 


Within Republican national 


headquarters here, there are some 
who take the line that Messrs. 
Krock, Sullivan and Kent have 
expressed, It has come also from 
Senator Robert A. Taft, who 
speaks invidiously of “New Deal 
writers.” 


The natural instinct of the poll- 
tician is, of course, to look for 
an alibi. President Roosevelt fre- 
quently showed his irritation at 
the insistent attacks on his policy. 
It things aren't going too well, 
the politician wants to aim a shot- 
gun at some convenient victim. 


In this case, the aim is poor. It 
is obvious, by mathematical dem- 
onstration, not only that the ma- 
jority of American newspapers 
are conservative but that the ma- 
jority of comment which is syndi- 
cated is also in that vein. 


If one may disagree with 80 
eminent an authority, it sounds a 
little silly to talk about New Deal 
left-wingers athwart the chan- 
nels of communication, It sounds 
particularly odd in view of the 
fact that several radio commen- 
tators who took a liberal or pro- 
labor tone have now been re- 
placed on the networks by men 
who are more cautious or more 
conservative.

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FREDERIC GOUDY DIES; 
NOTED TYPE, DESIGNER 


Former IIlinoisan Created 100 
New Faces — Born at 
Bloomington. 


MAKLBOXOUGH, N. Y., May 
12 (AP)—Frederic Goudy, 82 years 
old, world renowned printing type 
designer, died to- 
day. Goudy, who 
was born in 
Bloomington, IIL, 
designed more 
than 100 type 
faces. 

Goudy, who re- 
mained active at 
his work till his 
death, died of a 
heart attack. He 
was regarded as 
as one of the 
greatest typo- 
graphic artisians 
of all time. 

There was nothing in his early 
life to indicate the vocation he 
would ultimately follow and which 
was to bring him world-wide fame, 
and a reputation among bib- 
liophiles, printers, publishers, 
booksellers, librarians and artists, 
for at the age of 30 Goudy was a 
bookkeeper. . 

In an interview years later he 
said of his designing: 

“I honestly don't know where in 
the world I got the faculty for 
doing this sort of thing. My peo- 
ple were all farmers and school 
teachers.” 

Shortly before his eightieth 
birthday, Goudy told an interview- 
er: 


Frederic Goudy 


„J just draw in between lazy 
spells. My next hundred (type) 
faces will come easier.” 

Goudy's first adult job Was as 
a real estate office accountant in 
the newly opened territory of 
Hyde county, South Dakota, where 
his father, who had been a school- 
master at Shelbyville, III., was ap- 
pointed a probate judge. 

In 1895, Goudy established his 
firat shop, the Camelot Press, in 
Chicago, with Lauren C. Hooper, 
an English instructor. Two years 
later he returned to his ledgers, 
after the sheriff sold the shop, 
then married Bertha M. Sprinks of 
Berwyn, III., and in 1898 resumed 
designing in Chicago. 

His wife, who had become his 
compositor and to whom he often 
credited hi ssuccess, died in 1935. 
On Jan. 26, 1939, occurred what 
Goudy often termed the ultimate 
tragedy of his career. His foun- 
dry and print shop here burned 
and in the fire were lost 75 orig- 
inal designs and matrices of 107 
type faces. 

But .@oudy, then nearly 74, re- 
marked: 

„It's not really all gone in smoke. 
The effect of my work, its influ- 
ence on printing and typography 
cannot be destroyed.” 

Funeral services for Goudy will 
be held Thursday at 3 p.m. in 
New York. 

He is survived by a son, Fred- 
eric T. Goudy, and a sister, Mrs. 
William Root of Tigard, Ore.

Taking Care of a Varnished Floor.

If you do have to wash 
a section of the floor, usé a damp 
cloth and dry the floor as soon 
as the dirt is off. Don’t use any

WORDS TO WATCH. 


T is remarkable how many of 

us are confused about the word 

“alumnus” and its derivatives. 
Let us learn all about this useful 
word so that it may never arise 
again to embarrass us. 

To begin with, alumnus is a 
Latin word that means literally, 
% foster son.” In British and 
American usage “alumnus” means 
“a male graduate of a school or 
college.“ The pronunciation Is: 
uh-LUM-nuss. 

The plural of alumnus is alum- 
ni.” he third syllable rhymes 
with “by, my,” thus: uh-LUM-ny. 

Now a female graduate is an 
“alumna,” pronounced: uh-LUM- 
nuh. 

The plural of alumna is “alum- 
nae,” pronounced: uh-LUM-nee. 

To fix these forms correctly in 
your mind, read the following sen- 
tences aloud several times: 

He is an alumnus of Blank Col- 
lege. 

John and James are alumni of 
Blank College. 

She is an alumna of Vassar. 
Jane and Mary are alumnae of 
Vassar. 

Now note that there is no Latin 
word that means literally “both 
male und female graduates.” In 


this case, it is customary, in 
American co-educational colleges, 
to use the masculine plural, alum- 
ni, as: John, James, Jane, and 
Mary are alumni of Blank Col- 
lege, They are members of the 
alumni association, 

However, if you find it hard to 
remember all these forms, or fear 


accidentally, I suggest that you 
use the proper substitute term 
“graduate.” It is in every way as 
correct, and it will never trip you, 
because it is both masculine and 
feminine, and forms the plural by 
simply adding -s.

Te. term bandy is most fre- 
quently used in connection with 
bandying words—although we 
hear of other matters being 
“bandied about.” It is an under- 
standable metaphor from the 
realm of sports. Actually it should 
be a ball which is bandied about. 

The word's derivation is from 
the French bander, and it means 
literally to bind or bend, as a 
bow, or a stick to make a crook. 
It was applied to a club bent at 
the lower part for striking a ball 
at play—a hockey stick, and 
‘actually came to name a game, 
such as our small boys still call 
“shinny.” 

So “bandy” became a popular 
term among tennis players, too, 
and before long it was in common 
speech in its metaphorical sense.

When the right amount is 
added, the food is brought to its 
highest peak of flavor without the 
flavor of saltiness being present. 
Salt contributes the best flavor to 
meats when from- three-fourths to 
one teaspoon is used to each 
pound of meat without bone. Vege- 
tables acquire their finest flavor 
when from three-fourths to one 
teaspoon is added to each pint of 
water used to cook each pound of 
vegetables. Poached eggs require 
one teaspoon salt to each cup of 
water used and besides producing 
the best flavor in the eggs, it also 
hastens coagulation and prevents 
the white from spreading. A dash 
of salt added to raw egg whites 
causes them to whip more easily 
and to form a stiffer foam. 


This ig the reason why salt is 
added to the egg whites before 
beating them for angel food cake. 
Salt improves the flavor of any 
dessert, cereal, or bread, In a few 
foods, salt needs to be added to 
the point where the salt flavor is 
outstanding, as in pretzels, cer- 
tain types of hard rolls, potato 
chips and French fries. Then salt 
has a number of other uses be- 
sides pointing up the flavor of 
food. For example: If dishes or 
hands have the odor of fish on 
them, rubbing well with salt and 
then rinsing in clear water before 
using soap will remove the odor. 
And filling a small cheesecloth 
bag with salt and rubbing the bag 
over the griddle will prevent the 
batter from sticking and do away 
with the need of greasing the 
griddle.
